He 
was at liis office in the courthouse 
all day on" Monday but late In the 
afternoon complained of not' feeling 
well. He left the courthouse about 
an hour earlier than usual and.-was 
taken home In an attorney's car. Dr. 
G. A. Ritchie, his family physician, 
visited(hlm about 5 o'clock and fount 
his usual health.

After the family dinner the judge 
sat d.own for a game of solitaire and 
after a few minutes, started for the 
bathroom.

went to him and found him on the 
floor.

The Jurist had been In the practice

Time Is money, 
yes, and more than that. Time rep- 
resents values not measurable in cur- 
rency.' Time Is opportunity and op- 
portunity is life's essence. 


"Whether the aim of Impressing- the 


ideal of service upon the mind of men 
Is practicable or Impracticable, cer- 
tain it is that It is believed by^Ro- 
tarians to bo practicable. • Rotarlans 
are successful business men: men of 
vision to be sure, but men of practi- 
cal vision: men trained in the search 
for things -valuable and practical. Af- 
ter al!. perhaps the verdict of 109.000 
sane, hardheacfed, businessmen Is the 
best guaranty obtainable that 
the 


thing will work. 


"To him who has faith all things 


are possible." But there are other rea- 
sons why we may rationally believe 
that it can come to be the order of 
things that men shall 
view 
their 


trades and professions primarily as 
opportunities to serve society, one of 
which is the fact that there have been 
and are men — many men — who have 
already attained the cox-eted heights.

company of men pledged to partonize 
each other in trade.

fishness is mean enough; organized 
selfishness Is abominable and utterly 
out of harmony with the spirit of Ro 
tary. expressed In the motto, "Service 
and Not Self." 
No member of the 


Rotary club assumes that by virtue 
of such membership he is entitled to 
the patronage of other members In 
Rotary he is made to 'realize that his

Rotary aims to help a man's business 
by helping the man.

Boys Of City

The Janesville club in 1923 centered 


its efforts, as in the past, on its boys 
work. For^everal years the club has 
maintained" a summer camp, named 
Camp Rotardale, on the shore of Lau 
derdale lake, thirty, miles from Janes 
ville. where boys from^elcven to six

payment of a nominal .fee.. The club 
owns a building for an eating hal 
and meeting place, army tents anc 
equipment and boats and other ap 
paratus for play. Rotarians furnisl 
a camp director, a cook, transporta 
tion to and from camp and leader 
for each tent. The camp is run sim 
ilar to tho State T. M. C. A. camps 
with periods of study and recreatlo 
and prizes for 
proficiency in stud 


and sports. All of the expenses ar 
paid by the Rotary club, outside 
the nominal fee paid by the boys. Th! 
year we had three periods of ten day 
each, with R maximum of about 12 
boys. After the boys camp was con 
eluded all of the equipment and cam 
site was turned over to the Y. W. C 
A., without charge, and they hoi 
three periods for a girls" camp. 


In addition to the boys camp, the 


club entertained the boys of the two 
graduating classes at a banquet, dur- 
ing each graduation week, and also 
entertained the football team at the 
beginning of tho season. 


Tho club, through the boys' work 


committee, provided speakers during 
the yar to talk to tho high school 
boyp on their future educational prob- 
lem*, stressing tho various colleges of 
which'they were graduates.

ished 1100 for a scholarship to th"

•WHAT WTXi RADIO BBDfO? 


When Edward Bellamy, 35 years ago, 


•wrote his fascination prophecy, "Looking 
Backward." from the year 2000. people 
gasped at his daring while appreciating 
his imagination. 
In 
one 
astounding 


chapter the "Rip Van Winkle'' of the 
narrative is taken to the music room, 
where he is asked to make known his 
choice from, a very long 24-hour music 
program. 
He indicates an organ piece; 


his hostess "made me sit down comfor- 
tably, and, crossing the room, so far as I 
could see, merely touched one or two 
screws, and at once the room was filled 
with the music of a grand organ anthem." 


Such an incredible prophecy that the 


Bellamy work has classified in the libra- 
ries as ''fiction;'' and so speedily has sci- 
entific development occurred that 
in 


many libraries'it still is "fiction." Yet 
this is only 1924, not 2000, and by the 
the Bellamy «ra of prediction is reached 
who dares to fo'retell the achievements 
of "men. 
The radio is an accomplished 


fact. 3Ian has discovered a great secret; 
now he sets to' work to develop and apply 
it. 
The limitation of the human voice 


exists no longer, and a whisper thrown to 
the air becomes instantaneously a chorus 


vin a million hcsaes. 


Its possibilities are so limitless that 


the day is not far distant when every 
home, every building, public, private, will 
be equipped to receive the signals from 
the air. The radio receiving set will be 
as much a part of the building as the 
furnace and the kitchen stove. It will be 
possible, as it is now, for every man. wom- 
an or child to hear, at the instant of 
transmission, whatever is given to the air. 


"What then? "When every home, when 


every building in the country.- in the 
civilized world, has its receiving set to 
let in the voice of the world, just as to- 
day every home has its windows .to let 
in the sunlight and fresh air, bow best 
will this wonderful discovery be used for 
the convenience of mankind? There is a 
field for a Jules Verne to explore—he 
could fling a man around the world in 80 
days, today a message is flung around 
the world in as many seconds. 


But all speculation dies away before 


the inevitability of further and even 
greater advances in the use of the new 
medium. Millions whose imagination has 


HUNGER PANG 
I dont know exactly what a panf is—my col- 


league and consultant. Dr. N. Webster, Beams a 
little vague about pang*—but I ought to know what 
people mean when they tell of the pangs of bun- 
ger. for I have had these pangs described to me m 
eloquent words and several languages, and as a 
general rule, or so it seems' to me, at any rate, the 
very people who show no evidence of having en- 
dured hunger—on the contrary!—are the mott elo- 
quent in describing these pangs. 
I have tried to 


point out that overeating involves a kind of Intoxi- 
cation, and when one addicted to such intoxication 
misses A meal, accidentally or intentionally, he is 
likely to suffer symptoms of deprivation -which are 
akin to tho suffering of the narcotic addict when 
deprived of his customary dose of drug or alco- 
hol. 
In the human theso symptom* we out of aJ 


proportion and no doubt they are largeb; psychical 
rather than physical In origin. Just as are the suf- 
ferings of persons who are starving through dis- 
aster or want a good deal more severe than the 
symptoms of persons who are voluntarily under- 
going long fast*. 


Boldyreff. formerly an assistant to the great 


physiologist Pavlov and now head of the Pavlov 
Institute at Battle Creek sanltariuni. has shown 
that the fasting stomach contracts and remains con- 
tracted until food enters It. and superimposed on 
this constant, or, as pbyrteologlsts say. "tonic" con- 
traction, are periodic or 
rhythmic contractions, 


which gradually increase In force and frequency un- 
til a climax Is reached in a series of strong and 
rapid contractions amounting to stomach spasms— 
and these spasmodic contractions arc hunger pangs, 
beyond a doubt for they are relieved by food. 
Whether the constant or "tonic" contraction of the 
empty stomach gives a. sensation of hunger is doubt- 
ful but possibly the "tonic" contraction has some- 
thing to do with appetite. 
People of dull mind 


scarcely distinguish appetite from hunger, or fast- 
ing from starvation. 
Hunger pain, not to say mere pang, may there- 


fore arise from the normal rhythmic contractions 
of an empty stomach. 


Hunger pains, however, are more commonly a 


sign of some lesion such as peptic ulcer {other- 
wise known as gastric or stomach ulcer), d'uodenal 
ulcer (a similar lesion a few inches beyond the stonv 
ach in the portion of the small Intestine called the 
duodenum) chronic cholecystitic (Inflammation of 
gall bladder), or chronic appendicitis. Hunger 
pains, occurring a few hours after meals and re- 
lieved by food, are more characteristic of ulcer in 
the lower pylorlc part of the stomach or in the duo- 
denum, than of gall bladder of appendix disease, or 
more frequently complained of by patients with 
gastric or duodenal ulcer.

What is Rotary? 
Wh> is Rotary?

Thousands of people have asked 


5Tthat question 
during the past few 


years. Briefly it is this: 


Rotarx International is the organ- 


ization of which all Rotary clubs are 
i-rnembers. March 1. 1924. It consisted 


of 1642 member clubs, with approxi- 
mately 58.700 members 
In 26 coun- 


tiies. 
Rotary is more than an organiza- 


tion. It is a, great social movement: it 
has already found congenial soil 
among the diverse peoples of 28 na- 
tions. Rotary International mav be 
the means of a new social order: and, 
with the further extension of Rotary, 
a force of great potentiality for world 
reate and good will. 
Rotary Is more than a mere lunch- 


eon club: Rotary is a philosophy of 
life. Rotary not only teaches the doc- 
trine of sen ice. but Rotarians practice 
it. In Rotary that static ethical prin- 
ciple of the Golden Rule becomes dy- 
namic. 
Rotary came into being In Chicago. 


February 23. 1305. with a group of 
four men—one a coal dealer, one a 
mining operator, one a merchant tailor 
and the fourth an attorney. The at- 
torney. Paul P. Harris, first advanced 
th» idea of forming a club different 
from any club then known, and to 
him belongs the credit for starting the 
great Rotary nv>v«»m*>nt.

Rotary club 
and are of sufficient size from which 
to secure a group of representative 
men and still have the membership 
restricted to one man from each busi- 
ness or profession. 


Further than this, under the pre- 


vailing practice of the organization, 
a, new club must start with a mini- 
mum of 15 members or a maximum of 
25. In other words, the new clubs 
should not be smaller than fifteen nor 
larger than twenty-five at the begin- 
ning. Also, during the first year of 
its existence a Rotary club 
cannot 


grow faster than at the rate of three 
new members each month. The idea 
behind all this Is to make sure that 
every Rotary club organized 
shall 


have a very substantial basis at th<" 
start and that its membership shall 
bo very carefully selected during the 
first >ear of i«s existence, and thor- 
oughly grounded in the precepts of 
Rotary. 


Each Rotary club Is a complet* 


working unit In Itself, entirely inde- 
pendent of every othT club, and is 
supposed to make Itself a. part of the 
communltr in which It Is established 
and to adaptvItself to the peculiar 
probl"ms of that community. Dur- 
ing the last few years a model con- 


stitution has been provided that all 
the new club's are requited to adopt. 


NATIONAL. GROUPS 


Save for the association of national 


group", such as the association 
for 


Grpdt Biitam and Ireland, there is no 
administiative unit between the club 
and the headquaiters of the Inter- 
national Association which is located 
in Chicago. 
The Chicago office is 


the administrative office of the Inter- 
national Board of Director and is 
under the charge of the Secretary, 
who is the active executive officer of 
the organization. 
The International 


Board meets at Intervals of sixty to 
ninety days to transact the business 
cf the organization and the Secretary 
carries out the instructions of the 
Board. 


In order that the Board may keep 


itself Informed of the 
desires and 


wishes of the clubs, there has been 
established a system of arbitrary 
grouping of clubs In what are called 
districts. 
There are 41 Rotary Dis- 


tricts in the world at the present 
time. 
Each District 
Governor is 


elected by the 
annual 
convention 


from nominations made by clubs of 
the districts and the governor Is an 
international officer 
and 
the 
ac- 


credited representative of the Inter- 
national Board to the clubs. He is 
required to make frequent reports to 
the Board. The members of the In- 
ternational Board and the 
District 


Governors are all iolunt«»er workers 
and receive no pay for the services. 
From time to 
time, 
through 
the 


growth of Rotary, it has been neces- 
sary to re-arrange the boundaries of 
the" districts for the convenience of 
the district Governors, who are ex- 
pected to visit all clubs and k»ep in 
ciese touch with them. In a very 
large district—and* there ar«« some in 
Rotary that have as many as 67 
clubs in a large territory—a 
very 


heavy burden is placed upon the Dis- 
trict Governor, but Rotarians rogard 


selection for the office of District 
Governor a very high 
honor and 


every man who has been chosen for 
that office has given a very remark- 
able example of sacrifice and devo- 
tion to the organization. 
This was 


shown in a very marked way recent- 
ly when, through the giowth of the 
organization a re arrangement of dis- 
trict boundaries v%as made nere^sarv 
and protests were made to the Board 
by clubs which were separated from 
other clubs with which they had been 
districted. 


At the convention which met 
In 


Los Angeles (June 1922), a new con> 
stitution and set of by-laws was ad< 
opted which made provision for the 
organization of national association 
of Rotary by groups of clubs In sep- 
arate nations through petition to the 
convention. This gives an additional 
administrative unit between the club 
and the 
International Board, but 


these national associations function 
under authority of the International 
Board which Is still the supreme gtnr 
ernlng body of Rotary.

As a student of the genera! subject 


of natural law in tho business world 
my initial work was in tho realm 
of distribution of salesmanship. My 
first writings had to do largely with 
inducement or persuasion. 


As I dug deeply into the problem It 


became apparent that all permanency 
of persuasion was born of service or 
usefulness from the seller to the buy- 
er. Gradually the following facts be- 
came very clear. 


1st. Confidence Is tho foundation of 
l human relationships. 
2nd. Satisfaction Is the bedrock on 


which confidence rests. 


3rd. Service, in the sense of useful- 


ness or human 
helpfulness, 
is the 


sustaining power of satisfaction and 
confidence. 


In the tnidst of my work of formu- 


lating the Science of Business I was 
nvited to go to 
Minneapolis and 


speak to the- Booster's club. 


Newspaper 
reporters" wanted 
a 


written abstract of my address, but 
having no "canned goods" on hand. It 
being my practice to speak without 
notes, I went to the hotel stenogra- 
pher and dictated a brief abstract of 
the address I .was about to give at 
the noon day luncheon. 


In dictating it, one sentence seem- 


ed to stand out in bold relief: namely, 
"The Science of Business is tne sci- 
ence of Service; Ho profits most who 
serves best." 


After my address ono of tho mem- 


bers 'of the Booster's club came to me 
and said: "I don't know whether you 
realize it or not, but you reached par- 
ticularly high peaks today," and re- 
minded me of that sentence as cm- 
bodying a basic truth. 


It was about that time that the Chi- 


cago Rotary club conferred the hon- 
or upon me of making me chairman 
of the business methods committee; 
and when the International conven- 
tion was called at Portland, Oregon I 
was expected to make a report as 
chairman of that committee. I could 
not go to the convention but prepared 
the report, which was read by Secre- 
tary Perry. 


In the report 
was embodied the 


statement above quoted. 


It seems that the report was kind- 


ly received, and some one moved that 
it be made the platform of ethics of 
Rotary. 
Someone else discerned the 


fact that the six words. "He profits 
most who serves best," expressed the 
essence of a large part of the report. 


and moved an amendment. I believe, 
that' this one sentence be made the 
motto of Rotary. 


The motion was carried, and thus 


was that part of the present Rotary 
motto made official. 


The motto In -reality expresses In 


six words the law of compensation so 
ably set forth by Ralph Waldo Em- 
erson. It is in reality the law of grav- 
ity of good to the Individual, the in- 
stitution or the nation applying it. 


• Rotary International 
is going a 


long ways toward demonstrating to 
tho world tho scientific accuracy of 
this law. 


Man inherently desires to survive. 


He desires to preserve himself. The 
law of self preservation always was, 
is now and always will be the first law 
of human nature. 


When a man becomes wise enough 


to perceive- the fact that the way to> 
preserve self is to serve others, ha 
will want to serve by reason of the 
fact that he naturally wants to sur- 
vive. Many millions yet believe that 
selfishness Is an 
essential 
to self 


preservation. The fact is that selfish, 
ness is the road to self destruction: 
while service to others is enlightened, 
self interest.

International early made use of this 
helpful force to arouse and unite the 
membership in the enthusiastic fel- 
lowship thai reaches down to the 
heart and stirs the elemental instincts. 
Harry Ruggles. who was the fifth 


or sixth man to join Rotary and whose 
classification was that of printer, was 
the, first man to introduce singing, not 
only in Rotary, but community sing- 
ing of any kind. Very little community 
singing had been done up to that 
time. He still leads the singing at 
the mother club at Chicago, and no 
one can" follow his leadership at the 
club and not be thrilled and Inspired. 


MEASURES CLUB SPIRIT 


The spirit of every club is measured 


by the spirit of its singing. The 
quality of the music does not count: 
the technique of the singing Is not 
vital; the class of music rendered is 
not so important, but the enthusiasm 
•with which each of the members takes 
part and the volume of the sound pro- 
duced indicates the life of the club—a 
tiny spark or a roaring furnace. The 
spark is a light of hope, but the fiery 
furnace gives the heat which fuees 
the metal of the membership into the 
eteel of common fellowship, mutual 
helpfulness and community 
useful- 
ness. A bunch of fellows may get to- 
gether at any time and talk and still 
feel very distant toward one another, 
but let a group of men or any group 
of people get together and sing, and 
they .cannot help but feel friendly and 
happy. Try It yourself some ' time. 
Just notice when you are feeling-blue, 
and then hum a little, glad tune-* 
"Li'l Liza Jane," "Peggy O'NeH" 
anything that is snappy, and see how 
quickly the "bad imp" leaves you. 


SINGING IMPORTANT 


Some clubs are handicapped by lack 


of a. leader. This should not be an in- 
surmountable obstacle, for _anyone 
who enjoys singing may develop into 
a first class leader. Let him pep up. 
forget himself, and go to it. Some 
one at a piano is a great help. It is 
worth while for a club to engage an 
accompanist if necessary.

That 
Rotary met a need is evidenced by its 
remarkable growth; that it has ele- 
ments of worth commending' it • Is 
witnessed by the character of the 
men who cfemposc its membership. 


One of our poets speaks of "The 


loneliness 
of tho 
crowded 
mart." 


Rotary came as a protest against this 
loneliness. 
Paul P. Harris, 
some 


time after his graduation from the 
University of Iowa, took up the prac- 
tlco of law in tho city of Chicago. He 
felt tho need of friends 
and 
soon 


found others who, like himself, felt 
the loneliness of business men 
in 


"the crowded mart."- He gathered a 
little circle about him 
First 
he 


talked to a man by the name of Syl- 
vester Schiele. If he did not then 
call him "Vet" he 
did soon 
after 


Next he talked'to Gus. and from that 
on the Rotary was a. "go." 
It should 


be added tho Gus' last name was 
Loehr. This was in 1905.

WHAT IT IS NOT 


No. Rotary la not an organized 


company of men pledged to partonize 
each other in trade. 
Individual sel- 


fishness is mean enough; organized 
selfishness Is abominable and utterly 
out of harmony with the spirit of Ro 
tary. expressed In the motto, "Service 
and Not Self." 
No member of the 


Rotary club assumes that by virtue 
of such membership he is entitled to 
the patronage of other members In 
Rotary he is made to 'realize that his 
bid for patronage— anybody's patron 
age — should 
be based 
on 
service 


Rotary aims to help a man's business 
by helping the man. 
Gain in 
the 


dictionary of Rotary, means increase 
in all the essentials that make for 
efficiency. Profits are based more on 
personal Improvement 
than 
purse 


improvement. 
If, perchance a man 


should enter Rotary 'tinder the im 
pression that his membership there-

Rotary was bom at a time when 
competition, -while it may have been 
the life of trade, too often proved 
to be the death of friendship.

purpose of the organization was tc

competition. 
Furthermore, the plan of taking 


but one man from, a line of business 
provides a natural basis upon which 
to recruit members. When all lines 
are filled the membership is closed 
Clubs are thus automatically 
kept 


from becoming too large and

wieldly. 
A further advantage is found in 


the fact that when once elected to 
membership in the club a man feels 
himself responsible for representing 
not merely himself, but also the trade 
or profession or calling of which he 
In the Rotary member. Responsibil- 
ity imposes upon him the obligation 
of being a worthy representative.

Big'Work For 


Boys Of City

The Janesville club in 1923 centered 


its efforts, as in the past, on its boys 
work. For^everal years the club has 
maintained" a summer camp, named 
Camp Rotardale, on the shore of Lau 
derdale lake, thirty, miles from Janes 
ville. where boys from^elcven to six 
:twniye5fs"*ofaSg&~;=icoStd""go on the 
payment of a nominal .fee.. The club 
owns a building for an eating hal 
and meeting place, army tents anc 
equipment and boats and other ap 
paratus for play. Rotarians furnisl 
a camp director, a cook, transporta 
tion to and from camp and leader 
for each tent. The camp is run sim 
ilar to tho State T. M. C. A. camps 
with periods of study and recreatlo 
and prizes for 
proficiency in stud 


and sports. All of the expenses ar 
paid by the Rotary club, outside 
the nominal fee paid by the boys. Th! 
year we had three periods of ten day 
each, with R maximum of about 12 
boys. After the boys camp was con 
eluded all of the equipment and cam 
site was turned over to the Y. W. C 
A., without charge, and they hoi 
three periods for a girls" camp. 


In addition to the boys camp, the 


club entertained the boys of the two 
graduating classes at a banquet, dur- 
ing each graduation week, and also 
entertained the football team at the 
beginning of tho season. 


Tho club, through the boys' work 


committee, provided speakers during 
the yar to talk to tho high school 
boyp on their future educational prob- 
lem*, stressing tho various colleges of 
which'they were graduates. 


In addition to this, the club furn- 


ished 1100 for a scholarship to th" 
b»st "all-around boy" graduating dur- 
ing the year, to bo used for his ad- 
vanced education, and at Christmas 
tim<*. furnished a dinner, and enter- 
;alnm«nt to the orphan boy.« and sirls 
in the city, who were under the moth- 
er's pension law. 


The high school of Jancpville which 


entered its new million dollar buildinc

American Continent and famous for 
many other reasons.

November 23, 1921 was born tho Ro 
tary Club of St. Johns, an event that 
marked a new epoch In the welfare 
activities of their country, and an 
event also destined to make a now 
mark in the annals of Rotary.

To the city of Rio do Janeiro. Bra- 


zil, Rotary came as a Christmas gift 
in 1922 and the Rio Club has already 


made great strides In 
putting tho 


principle of service to work In 
the 


great South American, capital, one of 
the most beautiful cities In the world. 


At Ostend, the first Rotary club In 


Belgium was formed In the early part 
of 1923 and very shortly thereafter 
another camo into being at the capltol 
city of Brussells. 


Italy, long a student of Rotary. 


joined tho international gathering In 
December 1923 when tho first Italian 
Club was chartered at Milan. 


And so the spirit of unselfish ser- 


vice spreads its way around the,world 
under Rotary auspices. Every con- 
tinent and most of the great island 
commonwealths are now represented 
in Rotary International counsels.
